"During the luncheon William P. Meyer spoke on the 
subject of ‘Planning for Peace* and stated that in order 
for any non-violent action committee to be effective, a large 
number of American must come forward. He said that the time 
may come where civil disobediance will be necessary in order 
to arrive at peace. He said many Americans lack the passion 
or desire to become involved politically, which keeps them 
from contributing to the peace movement. He said the meek are 
sometime overlooked. Meyer continued that the weak points of 
the Atomic Energey Commission and the ‘Pentagon* are in their 
budgets. He said that those present should mention this point 
should they call on their Congressmen. He added that before 
any contact was made with any Congressman, the individual should 
become- acquainted with the issuas involved in disarmament and 
nuclear testing and the like.

"The afternoon panel discussion concerning Economic 
and Political Implications of Disarmament* was addressed by 
Sumner Rosen, an economist with the Industrial Union Depart- 
Dayid c. wil liams. Americans For Democratic 
Action; and Sanrora cjotuiiebT-ar-renj?ese htative of the National 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy, ffr) 

"Rosen advised that there should be a massive shift 
from armament production to private production and other forms 
of public production. He advocated the establishment of a Peace 
'Agency which would plan production for the entire United States. 
He said this could be done by tax reductions in the form of a 
greater allowance for depreciation, and by subsidies. Rosen 
also said he would like to see more * shopping tours*’ in this 
country from foreign countries like the Soviet Union and Red 
China in order that we^ay find out more about what we can pro- 
duce for this market . 




"David C. Williams stated that the United States has 
no forward economic thrust, and is of the opinion that the Soviet 
Union is the economic leader of the world. He spoke of * Spheres 
of Influence in the world, and indicated that if the United 
States stays within its own sphere, international tensions will 
diminish. Williams continued that the United Nations taking 
the position of having the final say in world law is premature 
and added that the' veto is a necessary instrument of the organ- 
ization. He said that when countries get together to negotiate, 
the ones with the most power usually have their way. Williams 
was also of the opinion that the radio broadcasts of all nations 
should be monitored to see how these c^ji^tries represent other 
nations of the world to their people. 

"Sanford Gottlieb stated that the .main problem con- 
fronting the world today is how to get people to compete peace- 
fully. He spoke of international police forces which would 
have their own particular sphere of influence. He said that 
the United States, the Soviet Union and the various Asian and 
African nations would all have their own area to patrol and 
administrate without outside interference . At one point

"January 21, 1961 

"There was a meeting sponsored by the Washington 
Committee for a Sane Nuclear Policy held at the Hotel Burlington, 
1120 Vermont Avenue, N.W., Washington, D. C« on January 21, 

1961. Approximately 100 people were in attendence at the 
various sessions during the day. 

"Registration took place at approximately 9:30 AM and 
was followed by the morning session which had to do with the 
current issues in the drive for peace. The Chairman of this 
session was David C. Willims of the Americans for Democratic 
Action, who introduced tne various speakers. 

'"The first speaker. Dr. David Hill, identified as a 
Physicist and member of the Democratic Scientific Advisory 
Committee, proposed a National Peace Agency and expressed 
opposition to the current Civil Defense program in the United 
States. He said we are suffering from a ‘power complex* and 
advocated arms controls. Dr. Hill said that there are men in 
the present Congress and Senate who will work for these objectives. 
Dr. Hill stated however, that at this critical time total - 
disarmament would be unwise. He stated that the competition of 
the arms race tends to make us afraid of any new scientific 
discoveries. 

"Sanford Gottlieb, of the National Committee for a 
Sane Nuclear Policy, spoke next and condemned former Atomic 
Energy Commissioner Strauss, saying that Strauss did not go 
along with ‘the peace efforts of former President Eisenhower. ■ 
Gattli-eb indicated that Eisenhower had been undermined by 
people in' his own administration regarding his efforts for peace. 

He said that now the military in this country will have to *toe 
the mark* and cannot speak out as they have done in the past. 
Got.tlieb- said- that at this time the fight is centered between 
proponents of the balance of armaments .argument as opposed to 
that of total, disarmament.. He emphasized the possibility of 
a mistake setting off a nuclear war and made reference to how 
the United States was ready to retaliate when our radar picked 
up the shadow of the moon. He then stated that he did not feel 
that we could trust the Russians not to make underground nuclear 
tests. Gottlieb made reference to the recently publicized con- 
ference at Pugwash, Nova Scotia, and said that the Rtidsian 
scientists had been described as sincere, and that they had 
told American scientists at this conference that they were 
willing to sign an agreement for total disarmament. 
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"I.P. Stone, identified as an Editor and Publisher, 
was of the opinion that the United States should have a more 
flexible foreign policy toward the Soviet Union so that we 
could easily coqfer regarding such current trouble spots -as 
Laos., China and ’Cuba . He .said that, the United States has 
interferred on three different occasions' .in the agricultural 
program of the Cuban government, and that the State Department 
-faadr-haso ^afraid to settle the Cuban situation for fear of Con- 
gress ionalreabt±on-»- — S tone the n -inferred that Nelson Rocke- 
feller has contributed totSe~^5rtrtablre--i n_ the Co ngo . in that he 
is in opposition to Patrice Lumumba.

' "The next speaker was E.dward Snyder of the Friends 
Committee on National Legislation who spoke on the extension 
of a nuclear test ban and the transfer of weapons to the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. Snyder offer.ed the - 
opinion that President Kennedy will take a stand and act on - 
this question. He stated that President Kennedy is against the 
continuation of nuclear testing and added that the testing done

"Stuart Innerst, also of the Friends Committee on 
National Legislation, addressed the group and was in opposi- 
tion to Civil Defense. He said that Civil Defense is trying 
to .get. the .public to tolerate nuclear war and described .Civil 
Defense ad dangerous because it heightens war psychology. 

Innerst also .said that Civil Defense is cruel in that it is 
crUel toehold out something that it cannot deliver. He stated 
that Civil Defense is wasteful and discriminates against the 
poor and the helpless, innerst said that fear no longer appears 
to bother the people of this country. 

^ V "These speeches were followed, by a luncheon at Which 
William Fi Meyer, former Congressman from Vermont .spoke, and 
told of. how he had been attacked for- his ‘peace* talks. In 
answer to a question Meyer stated that those, .working for peace 
would have to infiltrate the Democratic and Republican- parties , 
starting out on a low level, and doing all sorts of precinct 
work before espousing their views on peace. When they have 
worked their way up then they will be listened to by other 
party members. ’

arms. He said that the ‘Sane*. group is one organization which 
faces up to the full extent of the dangers of war. He offered 
the opinion that a war at this time would not wipe out civiliza- 
tion, but that you cannot compare a nuclear weapon to any other 
type due to the extreme dangers. He said that the mass bombing

the greatest danger in the face of aisaster^ — ©eneemijig_a 

report which had appeared recently stating that the United 

States should return to nuclear testing because the Russians 
are doing it surreptitiously. Prank said that we have no proof 
that the Russians are doing this so why do we assume it. He 
said that the United States is trying to beat Russia in the 
production of nuclear weapons, and that after the U-2 incident, 
we restored the plan to produce the nuclear .powered airplane. 
Prank also. expressed the opinion that we must improve our com- 
munications with the Soviet Union. He also recommended the 
book ‘Brighter than the Sun* to those present. 

"The next speaker was Arthur Gladstone, identified 
as^ a 1 Psychologist connected with Chestnut Lodge Rockville-, 
Maryland, who spoke out against the containment policy of the 
•United States,- 'and said that Communism is the religion of- 
millions of people. He accused the United States of being 
nationally self righteous, and said that we are using Russia 
as a scapegoat. - ' He said we should do a lot of soul searching 
as we- only see . the good side of the United States and .overlook 
the bad points... • •' . 

"The next speaker was James Maas, a psychiatrist, 
who accused the military in this country of being,, wasteful . 

He said we should not . concentrate too .much- on survival' in the 
event of a war, but should stress world disarmament. 

"Later on in the meeting a group of older, people 
drifted into-'the meeting room, and after the speakers had 
finished, ..several of these people made statements favorable to 
the Soviet Union. The theme of these comments was that the 
United States should not blame Russia for all - the ills of the 
world."

"On Wednesday, April 26, 1961, at about 8:00 p.m. 
there was a meeting at Levering Hall on the campus 
of Johns Hopkins University. The meeting was 
sponsored by students of JHU.

"Rubinstein started her speech saying she was in 
Washington, D. G. because she had received an ’engraved 
invitation from Congressman Walter’ and HCUA. Most of her 
talk concerned a recent trip she made to Europe where she spoke 
before students in Russia, Poland, Czechslovakia, and East 
Germany. She spent a major portion of her talk on the cultural 
aspects of the countries she visited. She said she took her 
75 year old mother on a trip to visit socialist countries and 
when they returned she asked her mother how she liked the trip 
and her mother said she would like to visit a socialist America. 
Rubinstein stressed the fact that the people in the socialist 
countries are avid readers. There are book stores in every 
neighborhood and you see people reading everyplace j in elevators, 
cafes, streetcars etc. 

"Rubinstein said one of the reasons she made the trip 
was to try to collect royalities on books she has written which 
were paid in the currency of the country. She told of problems 
she had in trying to visit a synagogue, for example in Lenin- 
grad she was told they did not have time for her to visit one 
'.and in Moscow, after repeated requests she was told to look 
up the address in a guide book and take a taxi. They expressed 
surprise that she was religious. She also had -difficulty 
finding someone who would speak yddish with her.

CITIZENS COMMITTEE TO PRESERVE AMERICAN FREEDOMS 
(CCPAF) 

A source advised on May 3 > 1961, that the CCPAF 
was organized in Los Angeles, California, in January, 1952, 
for the announced purpose of supporting a number of indivi- 
duals from the njedical and legal professions who had been 
subpoenaed to appear before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities. 

Since its establishment, the CCPAF in extending 

its scope, has worked for the abolition of all Congressional, 
State, and local committees investigating subversive activities 
and in the latter part of 1954 became very active in opposition 
to State and Federal legislation directed at the Communist 
movement .

The primary goal of the CCPAF is the abolition of 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities. 

FRANK WILKINSON, Executive Secretary of the CCPAF, 
is described by the source as the "brains and energy" behind 
the organization. He periodically confers with DOROTHY 
HEALEY, Chairman, Southern California District Communist 
Party and is in close touch' with other leading Communist 
functionaries in the Los Angeles area.

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The Business of Warfare is a dominant industry of 
America. Warfare is a way of life. Seventy- five per cent of 
armament contracts go to about one hundred companies . Most 
of~tHeBe-ncentra cts are no t competitive bids. The key is that 
we do not protestloud~enoughT — W e have let out economy slip 
into a policy of ''Borrow-Buy-Waste-SpencTT” — We-hava ^ inquisito rial 
committees - Black lis t s-McC ar thy i sm which inhibit ourproteBts-; — 

Our liberties have been restricted. We don't even 
implement the ones we still possess. 

Warfare industry requires no lobby as such. They 
have- plenty of help. The Air Force lobby for industry the 
aero-dynamics. The A.F. Association-The Navy League, the 
Association of the Army - The Marine League « The Reserve 
Officers Association - The National Guard - the Legion - The 
National Industrial & Material Assoc. - These are the liason 
between the military and industry. This is the selfless 
partnership between "Big Business and The Big Brass." About 
$100 million is spent annually for Technical Conferences (they 
are careful not to call them conventions) . Congress expends 
more than the Pentagon asks for. Many congressmen are 
Reservists - They are priceless help .to this "Juggernaut 
Lobby." 


The people are beginning to slow down this .jugger- 
naut. They are refusing to build personal shelters and 
encouraging public shelters . 

There is a "Rally on the Right". In Texas; In the 
Minutemen, The Mountainmen - The Birchites . This affluent 
rattle represents less than 10 million people. They wish to; 

1. Starve children that UNICEF would feed 

2. Break up the United Nations 

3. Make KRU5CHEFF say "coo-coo" 

4. Pro Katanga 

This group is the Juggernaut Auxiliary. These 
absurdities must be studies. For example recent disclosures 
reveal a leader of the minutemen to have long criminal 
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record with a conviction for indecent exposure. Likewise a 
leader of mountainmen with a long criminal record and 
convicted as a molester of children. A chief organiser of 
minutemen is the manufacturer of a worthless plastic cover 
■t o protect from poison gas & fallout. They have arms and 
ammunition . vigilant e — type — an d-pod^nti a l strong- 

arm police type. 

The white council in the south are beginning to 
call themselves "Minutemen. " The Birehites are slanderers - 
They are ludicrous but must be taken seriously. The ex- 
tinction of trust in one another - the destruction of a 
community feeling is dangerous to our way of life. They in 
themselves are not (physically) dangerous but they are 
capable of keeping the peoples lobby from accomplishing their 
purposes. They have obvious ties with the military. They 
have no leader - no program but if enough group together 
they can be dangerous. 

Fortunately the 3 major religious groups oppose 
them as well as EISENHOWER and KENNEDY. 

To preserve liberty this Juggernaut must be sub- 
dued. There Is no strong "Peace Lobby." Those who believe 
in disarmament beg for support as a political issue . The 
juggernaut lobby must be replaced by another lobby. Those 
of Civil Liberties and Civil Rights .

DELANEY a tribute to DAVID SHAPIRO for his work 
as attorney in the- fight against the Hollywood Blacklist. 
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A dinner described as the Bill of Rights annual 
dinner of the ECLC was held in the Commodore Hotel, New York City, 
12/15/61. There were approximately 300 persons in attendance 
and the ballroom was filled to capacity. The master of 
ceremonies for the affair was Honorable HUBERT DULANEY, who 
introdu ced the speakers. DULANEY in his remarks to those 
pr esenir-mrrri^-T^^rifi^ c a to t.ho -fry aval restrictions imposed by 
the Me Carran Act on communists; Hg~made-4urthe r referenc e 
to the victory of the ECLC over the Commodore Hotel which 
hotel had attempted to cancel the banquet arrangements for the 
ECLC. The ECLC subsequently obtained a court order against 
the hotel enabling them to hold the function on 12/15/61. 

DULANEY stated that if there are no civil liberties there 
will be no civil rights. 

I. F. STONE spoke on civil rights and civil liberties. 
He made reference to the situation in Russia at the present 
time and alluded to the lack of personal and civil rights in 
Russia under STALIN. STONE stated that this lack of personal 
rights is a transitory thing and it is his belief that the 
Russian status will improve. STONE told those present he 
defends the causes of communist because in defending the 
rights of communists he, in turn, preserves civil rights, 
civil liberties and constitutional rights.
